Gen. Bell is not to be the governor general 
of Cuba. The administration does not think 
it would be desirable to establish military 
government this time. If trouble occurs this 
wil be done, and quickly. But until trouble 
does arrive, a civil government will be main- 
tained, and Charles E. Magoon of Nebraska, 
former governor of the Panama canal zone, 
will be its chfef. He will start for Havana 
on Saturday and arrive there on Tuesday. 


Governor Tangle Straightened Out. 
There was some confusion today in connes- 
tion with the appointment of Gov. Magoon as 
the suctessor of Secretary Taft. It was 
stated yesterday that Mr. Magoon probatly 
would be given the place. It was announced 
this morning that he would not get it, but 
would proceed without delay to Manila to 
assume the vice governorship of the Phillp- 
pines. Secretary Root even sent a cablegram 
to Gov. Winthrop of Porto Rico, advising 
him of his transfer to Cuba, and the cruiser 


Des Moines was ordered to proceed from Cien- 


fuegos to gan Juan, Porto Rico, to'bring Mr. 
Winthrop to Havana. 

Later in the day Gov. Winthrop was m- 
formed that the president had determined 
to retain him in his present office, and the 
announcement was formally made from the 
White house that Mr. Magoon would goto 
Cuba. 

This indecision aroused considerable spec- 
ulation, and it was even suggested that Sec- 
retary Taft an@Secretary Root had disagreed 
about the policy to be pursued with respect to 
Cuba.

The problem of dealing with clubs which 
sell liquor to their guests and yet have no 
city license, being in prohibition districts, 
may be brought one step nearer solution to- 
day. 

The club first brought Into question—the 
new South Shore Country club—probably 
will be the one to feel the earliest effects of 
the authorities’ Intention to enforce the 
liquor law. 

Mayor Dunne said yesterday afternoon 
that he probably would have President Will- 
jam C. Thorne of the South Shore club ar- 
rested for authorizing the sale of Nquors in 
the club. The club will contest the case and 
test the law. 


Saddle and Cycle Club Case. 

The case of the Saddle and Cycle club has 
not been brought to the attention of the 
mayor. This club, situated on the edge of 
the lake at Sheridan road and Foster avenue, 
has been in a prohibition district ever since 
the formation of Edgewater, One of the 
most exclusive clubs on the north shore, it 
had not had to meet the temperance and l- 
cense questions, and the subject was not 
mooted until the latest alignment of the 
reformers and clubmen in Hyde Park. 

It was learned last night that Ald. W. P. 
Dunn of the Twenty-fifth ward, which in- 


and Cycle, had been asked to look the matter 
up and set the club right. 

Officials of the club said freely last night 
that liquor was sold in the club and that no 
license had been procured This, in itself, 
according to Ald. Dunn, is illegal. 

In a Prohibition District. 

The added fact that the club isin the prohi- 
bition district which, the alderman under- 
stands, is bounded by Evanston avenue on 
the west, the lake on the east, and Wilson 
and Devon avenues on the south end north, 
appealed to him as a proper cause for ifves- 
tigation. 

“T have been asked by several men to look 
the matter up,” sald Ald. Dunn. I think 
the club is in a prohibition district, but I am 
not sure, as there has been a good deal of 
cutting up there recently. It is in local option 
anyway, and of course this would work the 
same way. If the club sells liquot without a 
license it should be stopped. If this is dons 
because no iicense can be given in the district 
it is a matter that will have to be thrashed 
out along with the South Shore Ceuntry elub 
problem.“

ARMY MUSICIAN IS KILLED 
ON RAILROAD TRACKS HERE. 


Wayne Ethelton, Going to Fort McKen- 
zie, Wyo., Steps from Burlington 
Train and Engine Crushes Him. 


Wayne Ethelton, a musician in D company, 
Fourth United States infantry, en route to 
Fort McKenzie, Wyo., was run down and 
instantly killed by a switch engine in the 
Burlington railroad yards at Fourteenth 
street, last night. 

Btheiton stepped from a waiting passenger 
train, intending to walk along the tracks and 
rest himself from travel until the signal to 
proceed was given. He scarcely had left the 
long train than he was struck by a swiftly 
moving freight engine and hurled far ahead. 
Engineer W. W. Dorsey tried to stop his 
locomotive, but failed, and while he was still 
tugging at the air brakes the engine crushed 
the prostrate musician. 

In an instant crowds of infantrymen, com- 
prising the companions of Ethelton, rushed 
to the spot, and the body was taken from be- 
neath the engine. It had been crushed until 
unrecognigabie. The police removed it to 
Gordon’s undertaking rooms, 740 Halsted 
street.

NEW BLOOD FOR THE BENCH. 


Will Reorganize Supreme Body So Law 
He Will Urge Will Be Upheld. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.~—[Spécial.}—Pres-: 
ident Roosevelt has inserted in the prelim- 
inary draft of his forthcoming annual mes- 
sage to congress a recommendation thet a 
law be passed imposing a national tax upon 
inheritances. The president first called pub- 
Hic attention to this idea in his celebrated 
“muck rake’’ speech which he delivered 
at the laying of the corner stone of the office 
building of the house of representatives 
April 14 last. 

Therein he expressed the view that ulti- 
mately the United States would have to con- 
sider the adoption of some such scheme as 
that of a progressive tax on all fortunes be- 
yond a certain amount either given in life 
or devised or bequeathed upon death to any 
individual—a tax so framed as to put it out oF 
the power of the owner of one of these enor- 
mous fortunes to hand on more than a certain 
amount to any one individual. Such taxation 
should be almed merely at the inheritance 
or transmission in their entirety of those 
fortunés swollen beyond all healthy fimits. 


Task for Next 
The president will make every effort to get 
a law passed during the long session which 
begins in December of next year and will be 


attended by congressmen elected in No- 


vember. 

Besides prepering public opinion on thigim- 
portant subject, the president is giving 
thought to the organization of the Supreme 
court with a view to securing imparttal con- 
sideration of the question of the conetivution- 
ality of the law which is certain to arise im- 
mediately after it ie placed on the simtute 
books. There is now one vacancy in the 


‘Supreme court, and a second is expected to 


occur within 4 short time through the re- 
tirement of Justice Harlan- 

The president has let it be known that he 
hes selected a man to fill the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Justice Brown whom he 
considers sane on the question® of state’s 
rights and the negro. In the selection of this 
man he endeavored to secure a lawyer of 
high ability who could took at the cases 
brought before him from a national point of 
view. There is reason to believe the president 
expects this man to be one of the nine judges 
who will pass upon the constitutionality of 
the proposed inheritance tax law. 


Field Estate an Example. 

He deeply regrets, for instance, that there 
was no such law to prevent Marshall Field 
from tying up his estate in the way he did. 
The Field fortune is regarded as having 
“swollen beyond all healthy limite” at the 
time of its creator’s death. It will be a 
positive menace by the time it is turned over 


to the heirs, 

If John D. Rockefeller and other wealthy 
men of the country should follow the exam- 
ple of Mr. Field there would develop an 
oligarehy of wealth which would bring dis- 
aster to the American people,

Final Break in Buffalo Combination 

| Coming Fast——Pledges Made by Ed- 
iter’s Mauagers to Wigwam Chief 
Repudiated by Candidate, Who 
Wants Six Judges at Least and 
Have the Senate Nominations—In- 
dependence League to Dictate.

New York, Oct..3.—[Special.}—Wiliam R. 
Hearst intends to disown Tammany Leader 
Murphy. An official announcement was 
made tonight after an executive committee 


meeting of the Independence league that 
Hearst's organization would put a county 
ticket of its own in the field, and that the 
ticket would be made up of candidates se- 
lected by Hearst. It was announced at the 
same time that Murphy would not be con- 
sulted in any way, but that respect would be 
shown to his suggestions for the inclusion of 
some Tammany candidates in cage he should 
think it inadvisableto go ahead with a purely 
Tammany ticket in view of tonight's develop- 
ments. 

Trouble between Murphy and Hearst has 
been brewing since adjournment of the Buf- 
falo convention. One of the great considera- 
tions which induced Murphy to urge the nom- 
imation of Hearst was that Hearst would help 
him elect his local tickets. 


Hearst Goes Back on Word? 

At Buffalo Hearst’s representatives told 
Murphy that if the Independence league 
could have three judicial candidates Hearst 
would ask for nothing more. . After the con- 
vention Hearst asked for five, then six places 
on the judiciary. ticaet, and also insisted on 
half the nominations for the senate assem- 
bly. 

Murphy, it has been learned in the last 
day or two, refused to accede to these de- 

nds and as he adhered to this position 
Hearst has taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity for an excuse to name the entire ‘tick- 
et as he likes. The differences between 
Hearst and Murphy have reached such an 
acute stage that representatives of Hearst 
had a conference today with William J. Con- 
ners, who is anxious to bring about some 
settlement between Murphy and Hearst. One 
of the representatives of Hearst who is qual- 
ified to speak tonight said: 

Before he went away. this morning on 
his upstate tour Mr. Hearst left directions 
that under no circumstances should his rep- 
resentatives at che conference with Conners 
agree to the renomination of such men as 
Foley, Fitzgerald, Hawkins, and Reardon.

WAY To BANKS SAFE 


RECEIVER FETZER HAI HAS PLAN FOR 
THOROUGH EXAMINATION. 


Would Render Impossible in Future 
Such Continued Oversights as Those 
ef Jones in Milwaukee Avenue In- 
stitution —stensland Mortgages ot | 
Face Value of $584,000 to Be Sold 
for What They Will Bring—Stead’s 
Suit May Be Heard Next week. 


A new plan for the examination of banks 
in a manner to render impossible such a 
crash as that of the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank was broached yesterday by John C. 
Fetzer, receiver for the wrecked institution. 
Mr. Fetzer’s minute knowledge of the meth- 
ode pursued by the looters of the bank has 
aided him in formulating suggestions which 
if adopted are likely to checkmate even such 
gross failure to perform the duties of a bank 
examiner detailed to discover rottenness as 
eharacterized the work of Mr. Jones. 

In addition to providing for the individual 
examination of every note and correspond- 
ing collateral found in a bank, Mr. Fetzer 
advised such a distribution of bank examin- 
ers as to preclude the chance of one of them 
getting on too friendly terms with bank offi- 
cials. He advocated the appointment through 
civil service examination of enough com- 
petent state bank examiners to examine 
every bank in the state of Illinois every 
month. 


F. L. Wilk’s Suggestion. 

F. L. Wilk, vice president of the Union 
Trust company, the institution in which the 
directors volunteered to set an example. by 
employing a firm of accountants to examine 
each individual loan, augmented Mr. Fetzer's 
suggestions by proposing that attention be 
paid to the quality of collateral pu. up for 
loans. 

There is a chance that dishonest bank 
officials may attempt to deceive am examinet 
by misquoting the value of securities,” said 
Mr. Wilk.@ The value of each security can 
be ascertained if the examiner goes out and 
uses the means of information avallable.“ 

Receiver Fetzer obtained formal permission 
from Judge Brentano to offer for sale the 
mortgages in the bank, approximating 
$1,002,000. Of these mortgages $584,000 worth 
are on Stensland property in which. dum- 
my names have been used. There are 
thirty-six of the Stensland mortgages, the 
amounts ranging from §2, 000 to $30,000, except 
one for $138,000. The last mentioned is in the 
name of W. W. Wilcox. 

What these mortgages will bring at the 
nale is unknown. Many of them are on va- 
cant property: Straight mortgage loans 
to the amount of $350,000 remain unpaid.

Explosion in Bluefields, W. Va., Col- 
liery Buries Alive Between 60 and 


100 Coal Diggers. 


Bluefields, W. Va., Oct. 8.—As the result of 
an explosion this afternoon at the West Fork 
mines of the Pocahontas Collieries company 
from 60 to 100 men are entombed. Tworescue 
parties have entered the mines, but up to mid- 
night only two men had been rescued. The 
mine was then on fire, and the work of rescue 
stopped. 

The explosion took place in what is known 
as the St. Paul entry of the mine. The force 
of the explosion was hardly noticeable at the 
mine’s mouth, as the entry in which it oc- 
curred? is two and a half miles in the moun- 
tains. A number of men in the gouth mine 
were — suffocated béfore fees were 
rescued“ .

King Edward, before 1 leaving for Scotland. 
took advantage of his stay at F.ufford abtey 
with Lord and Lady Savile to visit Wollaton 
hall, the beautiful country seat of Lord and 
Lady Middleton, Lady Middleton being the 
only sister of Sir William Gordon Cumming. 
Lord Middleton (who must not be confounded 
with Lord Midleton, the head of the Brod- 
rick family) le one of the great land owners 
of the united kingdom, his estates extending 
considerably over 100,000 acres, and with that 
clannishness which is so distinguishing a 
trai of the old world aristocracy befriended 
hig unfortunate brother-in-law in a cour- 
at eus and vigorous manner at the time when 
everybody's hand was turned against him. 

He ts the head of the ancient house of WII- 
loughby @Eresby, of which the earl of An- 
caster la the chief of the younger branch. 
Loré Ancaster’s son and heir bears the cour- 
tesy tith of Lord Willoughby ¢’Eresby, and 
is married to Miss Molise Breese of New 
York, Among the most notable members of 
this family was Sir Hugh Willoughby, the 
arctic explorer, to whom belongs the credit 
of the discovery of that polar archipelago 
now known as Nova Zembia. The portrait 
of Sir Hugh hangs in the billiard room at 
Wollaton, and came in for a good deal of 
attention on the part of King Edward when 
he visited the place the other day.

Wollaton is generally regarded as the mas- 
terplece of the famous architect. known as 
“John of Padua,” and certainly it is one of 
the most picturesque country seats in Eng- 
land, dating from the reign of Queen Bliza- 
beth, who stald there, and who was enthu- 
silastic over ite beauties. Sir Francis de Wil- 
loughby, who was her host, had in rebulldin 
it spent haif a million of dollars, exclusive o 
the cost of the stone—a sum of money which 
in those days was perhape almost ten times 
in value what it would represent at the pres- 
ent moment. Queen Adelaide, consort of 
W Hiam IV., was so struck by its marvelous 
beauty that she exclaimed, on seeing the 
house, that It ought to be put under a glass 
case." The facade is marked by many niches. 
These were intended to hold statues. But 
the ship bearing them from Italy was 
wrecked, and its cargo has lain somewhere 
or other at the bottom of the sea for several 
hundred years. 

The sea, indeed, hag played a notable role 
in the history of this race, a fact which is 
impressed upon one’s mind when one gazes 
upon the relics of Sir Hugh Willoughby, the 
arctic explorer of the fifteenth century, the 
ploneer, indeed, of the polar seas. They in- 
clude cannon recovered from his frozen ships, 
and also the canvas coat lined with mail 
which was found on the corpse of the explorer 
im the ice 

Lord and Lady Middleton have no chil- 
dren, and at the death of the present peer, 
who is noted as an agriculturist, and as a 
master of the hounds, his brother, Capt. the 
Hon Erneet Willoughby, will succeed to 
the title and estates. He has achieved con- 
siderable fame as an amateur actor, partic- 
ularly in comic roles, and is renowned as the 
most amusing and clever clown out of the 
profession.

Supt. Cooley’s next experience as a schoo! 
teacher is told by Mr. Crissey as follows: 

In the fall he took a leave of absence from the 
shop because he could earn more in the harvest 
fields. Here be met an old farmer, out on the 
Hard Pan, who said: 

“We want you to teach our school. The big 
boys have turned out two or three teachers, but I 
don’t think they’ll be able to ride your neck.“ 

The Prairie boy took the school—and a skirmish 
and a pitched battle settled the question of his 
supremacy. 

The way in which the Prairie boy came to 
decide to take up teaching is told by Mr. 
Crissey. The following summer Cooley se- 
cured employment in a dairy in Strawberry 
Point, Ia., at $7 a week. The owner of the 
creamery was one of the school trustees of 
the district and when the teacher in the dis- 
trict school resigned because he couldn’t han- 
die the boys, Cooley was offered the place. 
He accepted it,

A few days later the county superintendent 
visited the school. Mr. Crissey thus tells it: 

What did the old man have to say about things 
in my room?’
